This,
of course, is in striet accordance with the Na-
poleonic system; but in this case the Govern-
ment has  ventured further than it usually
goes, and has also inflicted a fine of 1000
francs and an imprisonment of one month
upon énch and every man employed in the
office!

A more short-sighted
policy conld not possibly be adopted and pur-
pued by the hnperinl Government, but short-
sightedness is the characteristic weakness of
despotism, the double-edged sword which in-
flicts the most serious injury when it rebounds
in the hunds of him who wields it.

An unguestioned majority of the thinking
classes of the empire have declared against
it. Though the terror inspired by the im.-
mense array of the army and the patronage
wielded through the complicated machinery
of the civil government, a nominal majority
of 750,617 for the present regime has been
secured, and by the gerrymandering of the
legislative districts this nominal majority has
been swelled to a relatively overwhelming
proportion in the Chamber; but despite all
this, the empire has been repudiated by the
people.

Under these circumstances, the wisest
course that Napoleon could pursus would be
an attempt to prevent further defections to
the opposition, by abandoning the system of
personal government and resorting to that of
a responsible ministry, subject to the fluctna-

There are no
signs, however, that Lonis Napoleon will
muke snch an attempt.
wedded to the old Bourbon idea that the
monarch is the State, and this idea he will
doubtless attempt to enforce until the streets
of Paris are again swarming with the denizens
of the faubourgs and obstructed by number-
loss barricades.

THE LAND TROUBLES IN KANSAS.
We published yesterday a statement in re-
gard to the canses of the recent contentions in
Kansas, which at one time threatened to reach
the proportions of a local civil war. The dis-
pute illustrates at once the indefinite charac-
ter of some of the Indian treaties, the eager-
ness of speculators to monopolize large tracts
of public lands, and the stern resistance of
bomea fide settlers to schemes devised to rob
them of their homesteads,

The questions in dispute will no donbt be
fully invesiigated by the couris, and there
may be some points favorable to the Indian
title which have not been properly presented;
but we think the lawyers who pronounced it
worthless, as agninst the settlems, had good
reason for that opinion,

In 1838 the Government granted to the
Cherokee nation fourteen million acres of
land to hold forever, but the grant was sub-
ject to several conditions, one of which was
that the Indian title should revert to the
United States if the tribe abandoned the ter-
ritory in question. In point of fact, it seems
that the aborigines never occupied this terri-
tory. They selected a home further south,
and if they ever used their Kansas possessions
at all, it must have been simply as an ocea-
sional hunting ground.

As settlers flocked into Kansas, they natu-
rally and properly located themselves upon
desirable tracts which had no apparent owner,
with the confident expectation that the Gov-
ernment wonld follow the usual course of
proceeding in extingnishing any vague Indian
claim that might exist, and in giving to the
men who tilled the soil and erected improve-
ments the privilege of perfecting their title
on the usual terms,

The present controversy seems to have ori-
ginated in one of the plundering schemes, de-
signed at once to cheat the Indians and indus-
trious white men, with which the nation is
already too familiar, and which the Indian
Department has done far too much to encon-
rage. The Cherokees permitted their olaim
to lie dormant, or, according to the terms of
the treaty, to become worthless, until 18654,
when it was revived, and a large tract was
sold, nominally for their benefit, but really to
give a company of speculstors an opportu-
nity to enrich themselves. It appears that
the Becretary of the Interior acted in this
matter without a critical examination of the
Indian title, and without consultation with
either the CGeneral Land Office or the Attor-
ney-General. If this scheme is successful,
and if it is decided that the Indian title is
valid, they will receive but o tithe of its true
value, while the present and futnre settlers

will be placed- at the mercy of land monopo-
lists,

OBITUARY.

Hon. Houry J. Raymond,

The telegraph announces the death of Hon. Henry
J. Raymond, the lending editor of the New York
T¥rea, who expired at & o'clook this morning. As
he was one of the ablest writers and most snocessfil
and prominent newspaper men in the United Btates,
and as he combined with his professional trinmphs
no small degree of Infuence and skill as & politician,
his careor has been highly distingulshed, and he
enrned by his talents and indefatigable labors a front
rank among the Intellectunl men of this country,

He was born at Lima, In Livingaton county, New
York, on the $4th of January, 1820, and spent his
youth in working on his father's farm during the
summer gnd attending school during the winter. At
the sge of wixteen he became & district school
tenoher, and at the age of twenty he gradusted at
the niverdity of Vermont, Soon aflerwards he re.
, movod to New Yok, aud he soon foubid codgeulal
pootipation i contributing o (he columun of tho

.

New York Tribune, . In 1841, when Be was bot
twenty-one yoarn 0f age, he was promoted to the
post of mannging editor of the New York Tefbune,
That sheot was then in (s Infaney, and
he a sald to have done good service In inoreasing ita
reputation. Gresley Appears to have hoen the st
editor to recoguias tho genius of the man who was
destined to become subsequently n sore thorn in his

Bubsequently Raymond beeame the leading editor
of the New York Courfer and Eoguirer, while [t wons
under the control of James Watdon Wehb, White
Industriously enguged o the discharge of the duties
connected with this position, he was also deting ns
reader for the firm of Harper & Brothers, those sagn-
clous publishers readily recognizing his fine literary
taste and accurate jndgment. In 1540 he was olected
o the State Assembly. In 1550 he was ro-eleoted
and made Speaker, and about this time he relin-
guished hin position on the New York Cowrier and
Enguirer, and, after a short trip to Karope, he re-
turned to New York in 1881, to embatrk in the enter-
prise m which he achieved such growt shcoess, of
establivhing the New York Tinees,

That newspaper supplicd a want Keenly felt at the
time in New York.
deemed the Trfbune too rmdical and the Herald too
erratic. The Times Docame an organ of the Con-
pervative achool, and a8 Raymond was the pet of the
rich moerchants who were devont followers of Web-
ater, they made Hberal advances of money to sus-
tain his energetic and akllfml eMorts. He did not
trust to the popularity of his opinions for success,
but, while they weaere ably presented, he made the
Times 6 superior newspaper, and in one of (t8 early
featires, the excellence of (ks domestic and foreign
correspondence, it was never surpassed, ‘The ablost
men that could be fonndwere engaged to contribute to
write letters for its columns, Kossuth, who wus
then o leading star (o the Hterary politico world, being
one of the regular correspondents, When publie inte.
rest centred in any partioular spot, Raymond himselr
generally went to the scenc of action in person.
Thus, during the war in [taly he was present at the
battle of Solferino, and he wrote one of the besl se-
counts extant of that sanguinary engagement. In
the late contest i this conntry, he slso entered the
field a8 a war correspondent on several oconsions,

At the same time he performed an Immenss
amount of editorial labor, and a good illnstration of
iy worderful powers I8 given by the faot that in the
brief interval between the announcement of the
death of Danlel Wehster and the composition of the

morning, he dictated an exhaustive oulogy of the
great Massachuselts statesman which fdlled a dozen
of the ample columns of that Journal, and which was
written in masterly style,

While all these labors were being performed,
Raymoend fonnd time to gain pre-eminence a8 an
active politician, When the Republican party was
firgt organized, in 1854, he attended the convention
und drafted ita frst platform. In 1856 he was one
of the recognized leaders of that organization, He
was then chosen Licutenant Governorof New York,
In 1860 he was a prominent delegate to the Chicago
Convention, and In 1884 he was eleoted a Repre-
sentative from New York to the Thirty-ninth Con-
gress,  This, however, proved Injurious to his fame
and position. At the outset of the guarrel with
Andrew Johnson, he acted on the theory that It was
bad policy for the Republicans to Tylerize the ad-
ministration.  His attacloment to Mr, Seward (n-
volved him still further in the treacheries of John-
son; and after making a valn efort to sustain “my
poliey™ on the floor of Congress, Raymond became a
prominent member of the Wigwam Convention
held (o Philadelphla in 1886, drafting the platform
of the proposed new party, as he had previonsly
drafted the lrst National Republican platform,

It soon became evident, however, that the Demo-
cracy would either be the leaders or the destroyers
of the proposed new combination, and Raymond,
when sorced to chose bétween Democracy and Re-
publicanism, had no hesisation In casting his lot with
the lntter. He was one of the earliest advocutes of
the nomination of General Grant, and zealously
urged his election during the last campaign. Con-
stitutionally he seems to have sought to avold ex-
tremes on all questions, and his tendency 1o seek a
safe middle course by welghing well the arguments
on both sides, gave his opponents a good pretext for
assailing him for hesitancy and inconsistency. But,
whatever may have been his fanlts, the ability with
which he expressed his opinfons was never ques-
tioned, and on some occasions he exhibited great
foresight and sagacity,

In personal appearance he resembled the late
Stephen A. Douglas, and in his private relations he
WHis geperous and gentle, ASa newspaper writer
he had few equals and no superiors; as a leader in
public assemblies he showed greater genins than
any of the other eminent newspaper men of the
age: and the extraordinary combination of
qualities he possessed, united with his untiring
energies, made him one of the most remarkable men
of the country, By his death journalism loses one
of it8 brightest ornaments, while g highly influential
portion of the American people are deprived of the
ableat exponent of their views of public guestions.
